Germans Lose Five Or More Planes In Ex- 
tensive Air Attacks Over Britain— 


Five Killed, Nine Wounded

LONDON, June 26.—Great Britain’s land, sea and air 
forces were said officially today to have co-operated in raids 
on “the enemy coast line” while Royal Air Force planes 
hammered with high explosives at bases from which a Ger- 
man offensive might be launched against the British Isles. 
It was understood that British landing attacks occurred 
on the French coast, in areas where Germans were believed | 
to be preparing bases for attacks on Britain and in an effort | 
to secure information on the German preparations, 


The British landings at unspecified points on the 
Geeman-held coast line were in the nature of successful 
reconnaissance raids rather than big scale operations, the 
ministry of information said, but “casualties were inflict- 
ed and some enemy dead fell into our hands.” 


The air ministry issued a communique saying that Bri- 
tish planes had shot down three to six German fighting 
craft in raids near the French coast and that British bomb- 
ers early today set fire to the German airdrome at Bomoen, 
near the Norwegian city of Bergen. 


Wide Areas Of Britain Bombed 


The British raids were carried out yesterday and during 
the night, while German airplanes were bombing wide areas 
of England, Wales and Scotland. Five persons were killed 
and nine wounded in the raids in which officials said five or 
more German planes were shot down. 


British newspapers, meanwhik, called for firm action 
to prevent units of the French battle fleet from falling into 
the hands of Germany and Italy. 


The British landings on the German or German-held 
coast line and the aerial raids were reported in official com- 
muniques. 

“Coastal command planes early this morning raided and 
set fire to the German airdrome at Bomeon, near Bergen,” 


the air ministry said. ‘‘Bombs wrecked the runway and set} 


fire to barracks and a nearby wood. Pilots counted 40 fires 
on or around the airdrome.” 

It was stated that the airdrome was only recently com- 
pleted, the R. A. F. having delayed its attack until the con- 
struction work was completed.

Heirs to a Great Tradition 


Canadians need to hear more just now 
of the kind of talk Air Marshal Bishop 
gave to the students at the Royal Military 
College at Kingston. Germany's tempor- 
ary victory, he told them, is nothing but a 
“triumph of treachery”. While there are 
hard times ahead, “I am confident of our 
ultimate victory’. Because “we always 
have produced and always will produce 
the best fighting men in the world, and our 
courage will remain unshaken.” 

Not boastfully, but in deep gratitude, 
Canadians should recall the glorious re- 
cord of what men and women of their 
blood, British and French, have withstood 
and accomplished in all parts of the world, 
often against terrific odds, sometimes in 
combat against each other. From that 
record they can draw inspiration for 
whatever tests they may be fated to en- 
dure and for the efforts they will have to 
make to keep for themselves and others 
the freedom and the rights their fore- 
fathers won. 

Canadians inherit the right to have “a 
good conceit of themselves’. They should 
cultivate the habit. 


What the Money is For 


Getting down to detailed facts, the new 
taxes which Canadians are bein vd called 
upon to pay are to provide money wit 
which to recruit, train and equip Canadian 
soldiers, sailors and airmen.

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Adolf Steals a March 


Soviet warplanes soared over Bessar- 
abia on Monday, while Rumanian and 
Russian troops clashed along the Dneister. 
Simultaneously Italian forces in Albania 
moved to the frontier of Yugoslavia, and 
Moscow said closer relations had been 
established between the latter country and 
Russia. 

The Soviet planes were no doubt in- 
tended to. convey to King Carol the re- 
action of Stalin to the setting-up of a 
Nazi cabinet in Rumania; and the Italian 
troop movement to inform Stalin that if 
there is to be any scrabble for Balkan 
territory Il Duce must be counted among 
the scrabblers. 

The recently announced agreement be- 
tween Stalin and Mussolini to refrain from 
further displaying their natural hatred 
and suspicion of each other was a 
patched-up affair, negotiated by Herr 
Hitler for reasons of his own. One of these 
reasons was disclosed when Carol was 
compelled to reconstruct his cabjnet and 
put the Iron Guard in control. 

It has apparently dawned on the Soviet 
chief that the Fuehrer has stolen a march 
on him and taken Rumania into his “orbit” 
under pretence of maintaining the status 
quo. It is rather probable that Mussolini 
likes the Nazi ascendancy in Rumania no 
more than does Stalin, and sees in it a 
move to extend the already too-swollen 
Reich indefinitely into the Balkan area. 

There is little chance the gangster trin- 
ity will fall out at this juncture, but there 
are all the makings of a spectacular three- 
way row in that south-east corner of 
Europe and Herr Hitler has invited a 
show-down by his sleight-of-hand stunt in 
Rumania.

The Fight’s Only Started 


Tf Hitler has any idea that he can break up 
the British Empire he ought to feel the electric 
thrill that went through Canada at the sweeping 
mobilization program announced by Prime Min- 
ister King. There was a unanimous wave of ap- 
plause that at last we are in this war with every- 
thing we've got. At last we have recognized that 
this war is for Canada’s defense as well as for 
Britain's, 


It is now the law of Canada that every man 
up to the age of 45 is subject to call for home 
defense service; that every person must register, 
giving required particulars about himself or her- 
self; that both the person and the property are 
on call. The voluntary system for overseas ser- 
vice still remains. 

Australia and New Zealand are similarly or- 
ganizing, while South Africa has long been pre- 
pared for service right in Africa, where it can 
best serve itself and the Empire. 

The British Empire is forming an army of 
3,500,000 men which it will arm and equip on a 
scale never before seen. For airplanes, guns, 
tanks, was machines of all sorts, the lid is off. 
All the vast industrial plant of Britain and the 
dominions, plus that of United States, is going 
into high gear. Canada herself will become a 
vast arsenal, industrial to a peak. This country 
will have an overseas and home army in the 
hundreds of thousands. It already has its troops 
in Iceland, Newfoundland, West Indies and Eng- 
land. Its warships are in British waters and its 
planes and fliers are in the British skies. 

Such: is the background for Mr. King’s 
announcement. At the same moment, almost, 
President Roosevelt forecast universal service 
legislation for United States. He also works 
day and night on his colossal scheme for the 
22 American nations—including Canada so far 
as this country desires to go in it—for pooling 
of the €conomic resources of the Americas. 

Canada thus takes her place in the double 
role, as a key nation of the Commonwealth and 
as a northern anchor for the great mutual 
defense of the Western Hemisphere. To play 
that role she must be armed to the teeth, organ- 
ized militarily and economically.

The symptoms of pyelitis include 
pain in the region of the kidney, 
or in the regions of both kidneys if 
both are involved, fever, 
ous bladder symptoms such as burn- 
ing, urgency, frequency, etc 

In health, the kidney is apparently 
able to resist infection to quite an 
as long aS there is free 
drainage, and it is likely that the 
healthy kidney can take into itseif 
and throw out, some kinds of bac- 
teria without being harmed. 

Evidently before pyelitis is cap- 
able of developing, something must 
happen which reduces the resistance 
of the kidney, Seemingly, kidney 
resistance may be lowered by such 


| circumstances as would lower gen- 


eral resistance, including poor food, 
debility from overwork, anemia, and 
the presence of focal infections of 
the teeth, tonsils, sinuses, and so on. 
Also, anything which interferes with 
free drainage of fluid from the urin- 


| ary system, may be producing stag-

In an acute pyelitis, the patient 
has chills, then develops a fever 
which may be as high as 105 degrees

Chronic pyelitis may result from 
an acute setage, or it may develop 
almost secretly, producing no 
symptoms for some time. Eventue 
ally, such symptoms as the follows 
ing often develop: Frequent urin- 
ation, a burning sensation, and 
urgent need of emptying the bladder 
severa] times during the night, 
Chronic pyelitis may be discovered 
during a routine health examination 
by the discovery of pus cells during 
the urinalysis. The urinalysis may 
show many pus cells, either clumped 
or occurring singly, the presence of 
red blood cells and albumin, There 
is usually inflammation of the 

ladder. 

As chronic pyelitis does not lend 
itself readily to home treatment, the 
patient should consult his physician.

Text Of Italian-French 
Armistice Terms 


. ROME, June 26.—Terms of the Italian armistice with 
France, made public Tuesday night, provided that Italian 
troops “will stand on their advanced lines in all theatres of 


operations.” 


1—France will cease hostilities 
in metropolitan territory, in 
French North Africa, in the col- 
onies, and in territories under 
French mandate, France will also 
cease hostilities in the air and on 
the sea, 
2—When the armistice cx mes 
into force and for the duration of 
the armistice, Italian troc ps will 
stand on their advanced lines in all 
theatres of operations 

3—In French metropolitan terri- 
tory, @ Zone situated between the 
lines referred to in article 2 and a 
line drawn 50 kilometres (about 30 
miles) as the crow flies beyond the 
Italian lines shall be de-
